The blood consists of a liquid part 


called plasma and the red cells, or 
corpuscles. The plasma contains a sub- 
stance called agglutinin,'which,-when 
it comes in contact with corpuscles 
of a certain kind, clumps them to- 
gether, or agglutinates them.

This congress promises

more. Crairman Warren, Democrat. 
North Carolina, of the Accounts Com- 
mittee, told the house recently "we 
are on the verge of another investiga- 
tion orgy." 


"More money was spent by the last 


congress for investigations, most of 
which did not amount to anything,"
